CHINESE AND MANCHU LADIES 


A Peep at Peking and Beyond

EAR “BIBLE LOVERS”: On the cover 
you will notice a picture of a colporteur 
of our Society wheeling a load of Bibles. 
This will give you a hint of some of the 
strange things to be seen in China. The 
wheelbarrow, to be sure, is familiar enough 
at home, but the use made of it in China 
would quite surprise you. Not only does it 
carry Bibles and other things, but people 
also. It is sometimes built on the model of 
an Irish jaunting car, where one or two per- 
sons sit back to back, looking not ahead or 
behind, but to the side. Peking people nat- 
urally like the Peking cart, and one can see 
whole families crowded into them. They 
are very jolty and bumpy, for they have no 
springs, and the wheelbarrow, though a hum- 
bler carriage, is perhaps a little easier. 
_ I wonder if you have ever heard of Wang 
the Wheelbarrow Man, a Chinese Christian 
who in twenty-five days wheeled his mother 
four hundred miles in a wheelbarrow. She 
sat on one side, with their household belong- 
ings packed on the other. She had been 
thrown out of a Peking cart and injured, and 
found the wheelbarrow rather more comfort- 
able. ‘‘ Honor thy father and thy mother,”’ is 
a commandment well known in China. Our 
colporteurs, of course, can make good use 
both of carts and wheelbarrows, as the pic- 
ture suggests. 
The streets of Peking seemed to me more 


strange and wonderful than anything I had 
ever read of in story books. They were filled 
with people like ourselves, yet oh, how quaint 
and peculiar in costume and looks! The 
‘“oricksha’’? men have poor and scanty attire; 
but a Chinese gentleman, in light blue trousers 
and with a heavy outer coat reaching to his 
ankles, made of darker or richer silk, usually 
blue or something more -gorgeous still, and 
with his queue, nicely braided and long enough 
maybe to carry round like a watch chain, 
fastened to his pocket in front, deserves, if 
anyone does, to be called a “ dandy.” 
One of the strangest sights that I saw was 
a factory for making queues by American 
machinery. It was humming noisily away, 
not in Peking, but in Canton, hard by the 
very spot where Robert Morrison, the first 
Protestant missionary, lived. The Manchu 
women of Peking wear headdresses which 
eclipse the smartest Easter bonnets. A fash- 
ionable street in Peking, filled with Mandarins, 
soldiers, coolies, shopmen, gaily head-dressed 
Manchu belles, Chinese women with painted 
faces, tottering along in shoes tiny as a doll’s 


and as dainty as any Parisian shoe could be, 


looks like a kind of animated flower garden. 
Joseph, in his coat of many colors, would 
feel quite at home. 

Our train rumbled through the ancient wall 
of this strange city and drew up near to one 
of its famous gates just as evening fell, and 
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in a few moments we were whisked away in 
a ’ricksha, that curious two-wheeled car- 
riage with its human horse, to the only hotel 
—the ‘‘ Wagons Lits.’’ It stands near what is 
known as the “ Legation Quarter.’’ Here the 
ministers and ambassadors of foreign nations 
have their residences in a street much like 
the streets of Europe or America. Each 
legation has its little army of soldiers in its 
national uniform, French, British, Austrian, 
Italian, with their flags, including ““OldGlory,”’ 
flying overhead. 

Peking is not one city, but a city of cities. 
China is now ruled by a race of kings (and 
queens) who were once Tartars in Manchu- 
ria. So in Peking there is a Chinese city 
and a Tartar city. The great wall encircling 
them both is twenty-five miles or so in cir- 
cumference, but they are separated from each 
other by another wall. Within the Tartar 
city there is another called the “‘Imperial 
City,’’ with its wall, and then within that a 
still smaller called the ‘‘ Forbidden City,” 
where the Emperor and the Dowager Em- 
press and the Court dwell, and where no 
foreigner can go unless bidden. The Dow- 
ager Empress has a name that you may 
think funny—Tsze-Hi Toanyu Kangi Chaoyu 
Chuangcheng Shokung Chinhien Chungsih— 
but she is called “‘ Tsze-Hi’’ for short. The 
principal gates leading through these walls 
we would hardly call gates at all. They are 
more like fortresses, and this, indeed, they 
are sometimes. 

How would you like to take a walk on top 
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of a wall? I walked on one broad enough 
for carriages to pass abreast, and was shown 
the place where seven years ago a fierce bat- 
tle was fought, on top of the wall and beneath 
it. This was during the dreadful ‘“‘Boxer’’ 
war, when hundreds of thousands of furious 
Chinese fanatics sought the lives of all for- 
elgners. 

I looked out from the wall over the place 
where missionaries, and merchants, and am- 
bassadors, and foreigners generally, were 
penned in the British Legation for fifty-six 
days while an avalanche of shot and shell 
poured upon them day and night. For two 
weeks before that the Methodist missionaries 
were shut into their own mission compound. 
Here it was (Dr. Headland has told the story 
in his book on “‘ Chinese Heroes,’’ which you 
ought to read) that Wang the Wheelbarrow 
Man was shot down. Soon after his death 
his comrades fled to join the other foreigners 
in the British Legation. 

In one part of the legation wall, peppered 
with shot and shell, there are three English 
words graven in the stone—‘‘ Lest we for- 
get’’; but those dreadful summer days are 
not likely to be forgotten very soon. 

I cannot begin to tell you of all the won- 
derful temples and palaces of Peking. Per- 
haps there is none more wonderful than the 
“Altar of Heaven’’—there is a ‘“‘ Temple of 
Heaven,” but the “‘Altar’’ is itself a temple 
—a temple without a roof and without walls. 
It is a magnificent, polished white marble 
pavement, which you ascend by successive 

flights of steps to 

the central “‘altar,”’ 
where under the 
open heaven, with 
__no priest, no choir, 
no splendid pomp, 
the Emperor of 

China goes once

Living God, better built than they were be- 
fore they were burned down by the ~ Boxers.” 
In any of these churches the Emperor may 
hear of the great High Priest who is passed 
into the heavens, there to appear in the pres- 
ence of God for us. 

There is one spot that you particularly 
ought to know about. Quite close to the 
great gate into the Imperial City, and not far 
from the Forbidden City, is the depot of the 
American Bible Society. Since I was in 
Peking it caught fire and was partially burned, 
but fortunately none of the books were burned. 
Our agent, the Rev. Walter S. Elliott, writes 
me that not long ago one of the officials 
dressed in the uniform of the palace came out 


from the palace of the Emperor (as he was 


passing by selling Bibles) and bought from 
him several portions of the Holy Scriptures. 
These portions are themselves enough to tell 
the Emperor of the true God and eternal life. 
Thank God that the Bible can go where the 
missionary is forbidden to go. I am sorry 
to say that our headquarters in Peking are 
by no means as handsome as they ought to 
be, for the main building is really nothing 
but an old gate-house, and rather forlorn ; 
but some day you may be able to help us 
build a better one. If you went there now 
you would probably find Mr. and Mrs. Elliott 
and his little children, boys and girls, living 


in a rough stone house across the court from 


the gate-house, for when I was there they 
were arranging to have it fixed up a little for 
their home, though it is even yet not what it 
ought to be. =< 


STONE ANIMALS—THE APPROACH TO THE MING TOMBS 


Thirty miles outside of Peking there is a 
cemetery like none other upon earth. It con- 
sists of a vast plain, I should think thirty 
miles long, surrounded by mountains. In it 
thirteen emperors lie in solitary grandeur. 
These are the emperors of the Ming Dynasty, 
the first of whom began to reign more than 
five centuries ago, when Chaucer was telling 
in England his Canterbury Tales, and the last 
of them hung himself in Oliver Cromwell’s 
day. Each monarch lies alone in solemn 
state, surrounded by a group of splendid 
buildings, a few miles away from his next 
royal dead neighbor. The one whose tomb I 
had time to visit is approached by an avenue 


“lined on either side with huge stone camels, 


lions, elephants, and horses, so lifelike that 
one of our horses ran away when he saw his 
stone image before him; and besides these, 
statues of famous men who lived in that long- 
gone day. 

From there, after a night’s sleep on a stone 
bed in a Chinese inn, we rode up the mountain 
pass of Nankou to see another wonder of 
the world—the great Chinese Wall — 1,500 
miles long and more than twenty-one 
centuries old. It was built to shut out the 
wild tribes of the north, one of whom, how- 
ever, in spite of the wall, conquered China, — 
and in the person of the great Dowager Em- 
press Tsze-Hi, now rules China. In visiting 
these two great wonders I rode nearly fifty 
miles on a donkey, sometimes over rocks, 
and once when the donkey took a notion, 
partly into a Chinese house, and I would have 
been glad, indeed, for a wheelbarrow and 
good Mr. Wang to wheel me. 
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How Bibles Are Made 


By Frank T. Brooks 


E could, no doubt, interest you more 

in the art of making Bibles if we 
could take you through the different manu- 
facturing departments in the Bible House 
and show you all the work necessary to pro- 
duce a single volume. In this age of many 
books and free libraries it is not much won- 
der that the labor required in making a book 
is seldom thought of. 

After the type has been set, the proofs 
read, and reread, and revised, the electro- 
plates made and the proofs read again, the 
plates imposed and made ready for printing— 
about which much could be said—after this 
has been done we are ready to begin the 
making of a Bible. 

The white paper, made especially into 
many sizes and thicknesses to conform to the 
various sizes in which the books must be 
made, is separated into reams and enough 
sheets added to each to make up for imper- 
fect ones or any which may get damaged. 
After the paper is thus separated it is piled 
on the presses ready to start on its important 
mission. The “‘feeder’’ places each sheet 
accurately to a guide, so that as the press 
cylinder, on which is a long row of grippers, 
revolves, the sheet is caught and carried 
around over the Bible plates with such exact- 
ness that when it is put through again to print 
the other side the pages on both sides will 
register exactly. 

Each of these sheets when printed usually 
represent sixteen, thirty-two, or sixty-four 
pages, according to the size of the page. 
If the sheets are to be made into books at 
once, as fast as they are printed they are 
taken to the drying-room, a place of high 
temperature, and hung over poles-as clothes 
are hung over a line, until the ink has dried 
enough for the sheets to stand going under a 
heavy pressure machine without danger of 
the ink offsetting. This is done to take out 
the impression made with the plates in print- 
ing, and to make a solid book. 

Next the sheets are cut into two or more 
parts of sixteen or thirty-two pages each and 
folded separately—some by a very ingenious 
machine and some by hand. These are 
called signatures, each one bearing a differ- 
ent number, consecutively, so that when the 
whole Bible is printed they may easily be put 
in order for gathering. After this is done 
each book is gone over carefully to see that 
all the pages are in their proper places. The 
gathered books are then put under heavy 


pressure again to force the air from between 
the pages, to make them ready for sewing. 
Many of the larger Bibles, and those for the 
Blind, are sewed by hand, a signature at a 
time, as are also the smaller books, but mostly 
by machines which do it as fast as one can 
put them in position. 

After the Bibles have been sewed and the 
edges trimmed, they begin to take on the 
finishing touches. Books which are to have 
the finer bindings are treated to gold edges, 
and some which are to present a more beau- 
tiful effect are given an edge known as “red 
under gold.’’ This is done by clamping to- 
gether, sandpapering, and making the edges 
very smooth, applying a chemical carmine, 
which is left to dry, and then polished again. 
Then another substance is applied to hold 
the gold leaf, which is laid on very. carefully 
and then very highly polished by the use of 
an onyx burnisher. The books given a red 
or plain edge are put together in larger num- 
bers and only painted or sprinkled. .This 
done, they are again separated and put 
through a machine which rounds the backs 
and also makes them more flexible. A piece 
of strong crash is then glued to the back to 
give it more strength. 

While the contents have been prepared for 
the cases, or covers, in another room the 
cases have been made ready to put on, all 
having been done so accurately that there are 
seldom any “‘ misfits.’’ For the lower-priced 
books cloth coverings are made by a machine, 
which, being supplied with cloth and card- 
board cut to the proper size, and paste, turns 
them out as fast as several men could by 
hand. Leather covers are cut out by hand 
and the edges “ pared,’’ mostly by machine, 
to such a thinness that they may be easily 
turned in over the linings, or boards, as the 
case may be. Flexible covers have only lin- 
ings inside. Before the case, or cover, is 
finished it is embellished with lines and other 
ornamentation, besides giving it its name— 
in English, German, French, Italian, or any of 
the hundred or more languages or dialects in 
which the Scriptures are printed at the Bible 
House. This is stamped on by a very strong 
press, sometimes in ink and sometimes in 
gold. When the Bible and its cover have 
been firmly put together it is given a final 
inspection and passed along to make room 


_for another. In this way as many as a mil- 


lion volumes of Scripture have been made at 
the Bible House in a single year.

Were it not for the Roman priests the 
Bible would be comparatively well received 
in most parts of South America. But now 
there is a fight for life between the corrupted 
teachings of the Roman Church and _ the 
glorious truths 
of God’s Word. 
These priests 
know more than 
well that the 
Bible will re- 
veal their cor- 
rupt life and 
teachings. God 
is sure to gain 
the victory, 
however. 

A Christian 
religion without 
the Bible pre- 
sents a sad state 
of affairs, and it 
is certainly evi- 
dent that the 
people of South 


the gospel as 
much as any nominally heathen people. They 
need the Bible first of all, and many of them 
want it, if they are only allowed to have it. 
A short time ago we visited a small city 
on the other shore of Lake Maracaibo, Ven- 
ezuela, for the purpose of spreading the 
Scriptures. We called on the mayor first of 
all, and he received us very cordially, bought 
a Bible, and took us out to introduce us to 
some of the prominent people of the city. 
Then we started out from house to house, 
selling the Scriptures. At first the people 
were somewhat suspicious, but soon the 


‘news about the little booklets and the for- 


eigners selling them spread through the 
town, and the people grew more and more 
interested in getting the Word of God. They 
even called to us from the houses asking for

the Gospel. The little boys came running 
with their pennies and asked, “Have you a 
Gospel of Luke?’’ “May I have a Gospel 
of John?’’ etc. We had only one day to 
stay, and we tried to cover as large a part of 
the town as possible in that time. Some of 
the young men were so interested that. they 
went with us from house to house introduc- 
ing us and recommending the books. The 
result was that before evening we had en- 
tirely exhausted our supplies, and everywhere 
people were seen reading or talking about 
the Scriptures. 

When we were ready to leave we met the 
mayor again, and while we stood on a street 
corner talking to him, a man came up and 
said somebody had told him that our books 
were bad and 
that one of them 
had been torn to 
pieces. When 
the mayor heard 
that he said: 

“These books 
are good and 
they are not to 
be torn up. If 
they were not 
good books I 
would not allow 
them to be sold 
in this city.” 

ice manieis 
far from being a 
Christian, but 
he knew that 
the reading of 
the Bible would 
have a good in- 
fluence over the lives of the people, and he 
desired to improve the moral life in the town. 

We certainly had a remarkable day, and 
the whole city seemed stirred by a power 
from God. The priest was out of town that 
day; but he is sure to make a fight against 
the Gospel. Yet God has promised to watch 
over his Word. 

These people often have a hard struggle 
before they dare to read and search the  for- 
bidden book.’’ Not long ago I offered a 
little book, containing extracts from the 
Bible, to a young man. He took the book 
and looked into it, but when he saw that it 
was from the Bible he said that it was for- 
bidden to read it. 

Whenever I hear anyone say such things, 
that are contrary to God’s Word and the 
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truth, I have a habit of asking him, “Who 
savs so?’ even though I know very well 
who gives such commands. But it always 
gives a good chance to tell about a higher 
authority, who also has something to say in 
the matter. I asked this man the same ques- 
tion, and of course I received the usual an- 
swer, ‘‘ The priests say so.’’ To this I said 
nothing, but opened my Bible and showed 
the young man some 
speaks to us about reading his Word, and 
about the blessings we received from reading 
it. Then I asked him whether he thought 
that it would be wise for me to obey the com- 
mands of some inferior or pretended officer 
of this city if he commanded something that 


places where God: 
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was contrary to the wishes of the highest 
authorities or the laws of the country. This 
opened his eyes some, and he admitted that 
it would be dangerous for me to do so. Now 
he was willing to read the Bible further, and 
for two hours we continued to search the 
Scriptures. Afterward he was glad to take 
the book home and read it. 

In this way the first seed must be sown all 
over South America. What happened in the 
above-mentioned town might well happen in 
hundreds of others, if there were workers to 
go to them. 

May the people of North America see the 
responsibility they have for these people, 
their next-door neighbors. 


The Battle of the Bible House 


R. HUGH MILLER, the Agent rep- 

resenting three Bible Societies which 
are working together in Korea, sends us the 
following graphic description of one of the 
recent occurrences in that country. ‘The fact 
that this occurred near the premises of the 
Bible Societies gave Mr. Miller an opportu- 
nity to minister to the suffering such as rarely 
comes to one. 

Our illustration is that of a boys’ school in 
Korea where a picnic is being held in an offi- 
cial tea-house, the boys paying the expenses 
of the picnic. If all these boys and the people 
of that land in the years to come learn to love 
the Bible, the political difficulties will take 
care of themselves. 


Korea is now in the throes of a great up- 
heaval. The Emperor has been dethroned, 
the Korean army has been disbanded, and 
many places in the Cabinet are filled by 
Japanese. All this has not been accom- 
plished without bloodshed. Happily the city 
is again quiet, but the country is in a very 
disturbed condition, and reports are continu- 
ally reaching us of fighting taking place be- 
tween the Koreans and Japanese soldiers. 
The severest fighting that has yet taken place 
was down in Seoul, and the engagement re- 
sulting in the heaviest loss of life was on the 
Ist of August and took place in front of the 
Bible House. 

On the night of the 3lst of July the Em- 
peror issued a rescript (by the order of the 
Resident General) to disband the Korean 
army. The officers were summoned to meet 
at the Japanese military headquarters at seven 


o’clock next morning, and there the rescript 
was read to them. They were ordered to 
march their troops unarmed to the inside of 
the East Gate and there have the rescript 
made known to them, their shoulder straps 
and belts taken away, and a gratuity of from 
twenty-five to eighty yex given to each man 
according to his rank. 

The commander of the regiments in the 
barracks in front of the Bible House was so 
grieved at the turn of the affairs that on re- 
turning from the Japanese headquarters he 
committed suicide. This stirred up his men, 
and they said, ““If we go out we die, and if 
we stay in we die; therefore let us stay 
where we are.’ This they did, and broke 
open the magazine and, arming themselves, 
posted sentries at the gates and rapidly pre- 
pared to defend the barracks. A Japanese 
officer arrived to hurry them away to the 
East Gate and was fired upon. 

The Japanese sentries posted at the Little 
West Gate and the South Gate gave the 
alarm and replied to the Korean shots, and 
in less than half an hour the battle was in 
full swing. Japanese soldiers posted on the 
South and Little West Gates opened fire, and 
machine guns from the elevated sentry boxes 
in the palace were trained on the barracks 
and showered round after round into them. 
u apanese soldiers lined the elevation at the 
back of the Bible House and took possession 
of its compound, from where they shot at 


any heads that showed at the barrack win- 
dows. 


The roads leading to the barracks were. 


filled with Japanese troops, and from all 
directions a very heavy fire was poured into 
the barracks. The Korean soldiers answered 


well, but owing to the shelter given to the © 
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Japanese by houses and walls, with indiffer- 
ent effect. The Japanese infantry charged 
the barracks after the gates had been blown 
down by the engineers, and now the real 
carnage began and all resistance was soon 
over. 
Helping the Wounded 

As soon as the firing ceased Dr. Avison, 
F.S. Miller, and myself, with the hospital as- 
sistants, went to render what aid we could to 
the wounded. Several wounded soldiers 
were found outside the barracks and sent to 
the Severance Hospital on handcarts that had 
been left by their owners on the streets when 
the firing began. The sight that presented 
itself to us on entering the barracks was ter- 
rible. Dead men were lying all over the 
yard in their blood, and in the barrack rooms 
the scene was beyond description. Therooms 
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itnomore. Weleft but six seriously wounded 
of those that had been found up to that time. 
Then we went to the hospital and did all that 
could be done for the injured, but four died 
during the night and a few are still in the 
balance between life and death. 

On the Korean side 105 were killed and 100 
wounded. With the usual reticence of the 
Japanese, we are unable to get the number 
of their casualities, but it is estimated at 4 
killed and 23 wounded. Among the killed is 
a captain who went through the siege of Port 
Arthur without a scratch. 

The ammunition spent by the Japanese 
was 1,138 machine shells, 7,215 cartridges 
by infantry, 8 by artillery, and 350 by en- 
gineers during the siege, which lasted three 
hours. 

In the main the Japanese troops were well 
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were running with blood; dead and wounded 
were heaped on the floors, oftentimes the 
dead above the wounded; arms and legs 
shattered, cleft skulls, and terribly cut bodies 
were before us. 

We hastily bound what wounds we could, 
and on handcarts and improvised stretchers 
were able to send thirty wounded to the hos- 
pital before the Japanese Red Cross was 
‘ready to begin work. Then we were told 
that it was grateful for our help, but needed 


controlled. 
The native pa- 
pers have ex- 


pressed their 
thanks for what we 
did for the wound- 
ed. I sent to the 
wounded Japanese 
and Korean sol- 
diers in the hospi- 
tals a grant of New 
Testaments, which 
was much appreci- 
ated. One of the 
morning native 
papers had the 
following, which 
is avery free trans- 
lation: 

“Thanks have 
already been ex- 
pressed in various 
papers for what 
Mr. Hugh Miller, 
Secretary of the 
Bible Committee, 
did in taking up 
wounded soldiers 
and have them sent to the Severance Hospital 
to be cared for. Now it is learned that every- 
body has been again impressed with the kind- 
ness of Mr. Miller in distributing copies of the 
Scriptures to the wounded soldiers, so that 
they may find comfort in the Word of God.”’ | 

Of what effect all this will have on our 
work it is too early to write, but [am inclined 
to think that as soon as peace is restored 
there will be a flocking into the church which 
has always stood aloof from politics.

lost. Every Bible 
that he gives out 
is like a lighted 
candle shining ina 
dark world. We hope each of the bright boys 
in this school will love these lighted candles 
and help to hold them forth. 

The other picture is from Canton, China, 
whence so many Chinamen come to America. 
Are not these little fellows interesting? The 
school is under the care of Rev. H. J. Von 
Qualen, of the Swedish-American Mission. 
Mr. Von Qualen and his friends are deeply 
interested in our work, and go on the rivers 
in a boat called the Morning Star and carry 
the Scriptures to the millions of people who 
live along the river banks and on the rivers 
themselves. 


A Little Girl, a New Testament, and Two Robbers

OME eighteen years ago the chaplain of 
the Kushiro prison in Japan observed 
that one of the prisoners had in his posses- 
sion a copy of the New Testament. Mr. 
Hara, the chaplain, thought it very strange, 
as the man had an especially wicked face 


a was apparently one of the worst crimi- 
nals. 


Then Mr. Hara asked him why it was that 
he, being an ignorant man and quite unable 
to read, had obtained and carried a copy of 
the Testament. : 

At first the man made no reply, but when 
the question was repeated he simply re- 
marked, “This book is something that I 
prize very highly.”’ 
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Not being satisfied with this answer, Mr. 
Hara asked again, in order to find out how it 
happened that such a man put so high a value 
upon the Word of God. 

He then said: I am a sinner 
will help me to keep from sin. 
me to tell my story.’’ 

He then gave an account of his life, 
how he came into possession of the book. 
His name was Sadajiro Maki, and he had 
spent the most of his life in sin, as he was a 
professional burglar. 

At one time he joined another thief, who 
knew the place well, and they went to the 
Mission School at 212 Bluff, Yokohama. It 
was a dark night and they crept in through a 
kitchen window and went to the room where 
the girls slept and took what money and 
clothing they could find. 

As they were going up the stairs he heard 
the sound of a voice and inquired of his com- 
panion what it was, as he thought that per- 
haps they had been heard. His companion 
said, laughingly: 

‘That is someone praying. They are ask- 
ing their God to protect them because they 
are afraid.”’ 

When they entered the room where the 
girls were they found one of them was en- 
gaged in prayer. They took her clothes, and 
as they were making them into a bundle, she 
lifted up her head and quietly said: 

‘Please leave me one garment which 1 my

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mother made and sent to me to remember 
her by. 

As it was of no great value it was given 
back. 


As they were about to leave she called to 
them and said, © Please take this and read 
it,”’ and at the same time offered to them a 
small book. Thinking that it was of no use 
to them they threw it away. 

The things that were stolen were taken to 
the house of an accomplice, and Mr. Maki 
concealed himself lest he might be arrested. 

On the third day he went to the house of 
his friend, who had already been arrested, 
and a policeman was there waiting for him. 
Not knowing what had happened, he called 
out, ““Are you at home?’’ Someone an- 
swered from within, and then, coming out, 
said, “I have some questions to ask you, so 
come with me to the police station.’’ 

He went quietly with the detective, as it 
did not occur to him that he could have easily 
overcome the little man who was conducting 
him, until it was too late and he was shut up 
in jail. 

The next day he was brought before the 
police inspector, and many of the schoolgirls 
whose clothes had been taken were called as 
witnesses against him. The inspector then 
showed him a book and said: 

Bye you recognize this ? This is the book 
that was given to you when you were at the 
school. The girls heard that you had been 
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arrested and they have brought it to present 
it to you again. By reading this you will be 
led torepentance. You have done very wrong, 
but Christians are accustomed to treat their 
enemies with kindness.”’ 

Such conduct impressed him very deeply. 
He did not know before what the religion of 
Jesus Christ was, and that it leads people to 
do good to all. Reflecting upon these things 
he was filled with shame and remorse, and 
from that time he decided to turn from his 
sinful ways and lead a new life. 

Mr. Hara prayed with and for the man very 
earnestly, and taught him how to read. Mr. 
Maki was very anxious to learn, and made 
steady progress, so that it was not long be- 
fore he was able to read the Testament him- 
self. The truth entered his heart and he be- 
came a new man. 

From his youth he had led a wandering 
life and he had no knowledge of his family. 
When he was released he had no home to go 
to, and at first went to the Home for Dis- 
charged Convicts in Tokyo. Not only did he 
give up his former evil course, but he led his 
accomplice to repentance and faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

He has returned to his former home in 
Uraga and lives there happily with his mother, 
whom he is able to support by his skill and 
industry. 
house of worship and filled with gratitude to 
God for what he has done for him. When 
one of the missionaries living at the school 
died he came and asked that he might be one 
of the bearers, and thus show what a great 
change had taken place in his life. 


After Many Days 


NE ot the causes which sent Marcus 

Whitman to Oregon, in 1835, as a mis- 
sionary of the American Board, was a quest 
undertaken by Nez Percé Indians to find the 
Bible. In 1832 a small band of these Indians 
appeared at St. Louis asking for the white 
‘man’s ‘‘ Book of Heaven.”’ They had trudged 
1,500 miles on the faith of a report that such 
a book existed. They were entertained at 
St.Louis by people who cared not for the 
‘Bible, and were sent away disappointed. 
‘The quest had failed. 

The Presbyterian Home Mission Monthly 
for August gives a glimpse of a sequel to 
this story, for the Bible did at last reach the 
Nez Percés. At a communion service re- 
cently held at the Umatilla, Ore., Indian 
Church two hundred Indians were present. 
One of these, Kipkapalikan, is a grandson of 
one of the party which vainly sought the 
Bible in St. Louis seventy-five years ago.

Another of those present, Philip Minthorn, is 
a descendant of one of the Indians who mur- 
dered Marcus Whitman and his associates in 
1847. These two men are sturdy examples 
of the good fruit that results from sending 
the Bible to all races.

Mr. PENzoTtTi from Guatemala writes what 
is applicable to a great many fields in Latin 
America: . 

“You cannot imagine how many difficulties 
we have to fight with; everything is difficult. 
One of the greatest is to get good colpor- 
teurs for the work, and the hardest thing for 
them to learn is to persevere. As matters 
become difficult they get discouraged and 
leave the work. Another difficulty is that, 
not having beasts of their own, much is spent 
and much time wasted. If the beasts are 
bought, they are lost or stolen. When travel- 
ing you have to sleep with one eye open, so as 
not to lose them. I know it by experience, 
although I have never lost one myself, but 
the colporteurs have lost several. In one 
year we lost three, and now three weeks ago 
one of our men, Mr. Barnes, had not gone » 
more than fifty miles when his horse was 
stolen. A short time ago, in this city, they. 
stole Messrs. Bishop and Cassel’s horses, 
with their saddles and all. Thieves and beg- 
gars abound, but our mission is to redeem 
them from their miserable condition. Our 
privilege is to do what Solomon says, ‘Cast 
thy bread upon the waters: for thou shalt 
find it after many days.’ ”’
